ing elderly man discussed cne of my 
earlier books with such appreciation 
that I at last remarked that I had 
written it myself. If I had looked 
for a surprised flash of delight at the 
fact that so much talent was palpitat- 
ing in white muslin beside him, I 
was doomed to be disappointed. He 


man did indeed actually announce 
himself to be the author of. ‘Red Pot- 
tage’ in the presence of a large num- 
ber of people, including the late Mr. 
William Sharp, who related the oc- 
currence to me. But the incident 
ended uncomfortably for the claim- 
ant, which one would have thought 
he might have foreseen.”

English Schoolmistress at High Wy- 
combe Stands In Unique Position. 


High Wycombe, one of the most pic 
turesque towns in Buckinghamshire, 
has hitherto been chiefly famous’ as 
the centre of the chair-making indus- 
try.

TO TAP NORTHWEST. 


Peace River Country Will Soon Have 
Network of Railways. 


The news that the Canadian Pacific 
engineers have been locating a new 
line north of Edmonton through the 
Pine Pass and the Peace River dis- 
trict has not come altogether as a 
surprise to those who have watched 
the recent progress of construction on 
this railroad into the northwest. The 
Calgary and Edmonton line was at 
one time mierely an isolated branch, 
but very soon it will intercept two 
other important branches, each of 
whieh might become an alternative 
main line in the days to come. S8ir 
Sandford Fleming, in his surveys for 
the Canadian Pacific, reported on 
half a dozen routes from Edmonton 
across the Northern Rockies to the 
Pecifie. Coast, but commercial and 
political exigencies were so heavily 
ag°inst these routes that for the time 
being they were all discarded for the 
direct route to the mouth of the Fras- 
er. Now, however, the northwest is 
so well settled that an extension into 
the Peace River district may reason- 
ably be expected to pay, especially 
as this district is known to have a 
very fertile soil, rich mineral wealth, 
and a climate much less severe than 
that in the Dakotas. The new line 
is said to have been lucated already 
as far as Dunvegan, and will be con- 
tinued to the goldfields of the Yukon, 
passing through the Cassiar district,

In search of the fabled Rangifer

,upon the discovery of a fragmentary 
skull end one horn, but the deserip- 
tion of the skin by a gentleman who 
saw it warranted Ernest Thompson-

To-day it is nothing more than asmall 


become possibly the most important 
city on the Pacific coast. It is one 
day nearer the Atlantic coast, and 500 
miles nearer Japan, than Vancouver, 
and the railway which links it with 
the east passes through the greatest. 
wheat-growing country in the world. 

In appearance the future metropolis 
of the Northwest is an uneven, rather 
hilly tract of 2,000 acres, cleared of 
timber. A large harbor, equal to any 
on the Pacific coast, and a dock a 
quarter of a mile long, and accom- 
modating the deepest draught vessels, 
will be constructed. There are al- 
ready here a branch of the Canadian 
Bank of Commerce, a customs office, 
postoffice, and a provincial policé sta- 
tion, all of them, save the bank, being 
accommodated in tents. 

There are, of course, no streets, and’ 
horses cannot be used. Narrow foot- 
paths covered with peers are laid 
through the principal highways. A 
small tramway line has been con- 
structed for hauling freight up from 
the steamship quay, and at the other 
end of this tram line is the hotel. 
Curiously enough, the usual famine 
prices do not prevail in Prince Ru- 
pert. Some time ‘ago lodgings were 
advertised for 25 cents a night, but 
now the sign is displayed ‘Lodgings 
free.’ The hotel proprietor has a 
large restaurant, and he sells three 
meals for a dollar, with a bed for 
the night thrown in. 

The hotel is a large, plain structure, 
divided into compartments, each con- 
taining six bunks, and opening into- 
a broad passage. The only stipulation 
is that visitors must furnish their own 
blankets. 

The construction of the railway is 
proceeding steadily, and laborers are 
badly needed. Owing to the prevail- 
ing bad weather and low wages—$2.50: 
a day—it is difficult to secure work- 
men. Considering that the men must 
pay $1 a day for board, and that 
sometimes they cannot work more 
than two or three days a week, they 
cannot be blamed for not enthusinge 
over the prospect. The laborers must 
pay a provincial tax of $3, and a hos- 
pital fee of $2, which sums are de- 
ducted from their wages. 

The soil is excellent, and grass: 
grows plentifully in the open spaces 
jin the town. A small stream empties 
into the harbor, up which the salmon 
have been running in enormous num- 
bers, so that in places it is impossible 
to throw a hook and line into the 
water without catching one. Trout 
are also very plentiful, and deer are 
quite numerous, 


aa A Ee 
Indians Prospering. 

Mr. F. H. Paget, assistant account- 
ant of the Department of Indian Af- 
fairs at Ottawa, who has been on an 
extensive trip of investigation into 
the Indian reserves in the West, re- 
ports that he found the Indians to be 
in a very prosperous condition. Con- 
trary to what had been stated, the 
Indians were not decreasing in povu- 
lation, but the birth-rate far exceeded 
the deaths. They are commencing tc 
farm on a large scale, and are doing 
as well as the white men. They near- 
ly all have large herds of cattle, and 
they are growing a great deal of grain. 
Some of the Indians got remarkable 
crops, the average going 35 to 40 
bushels per acre, and one even got as 
fraitful a crop as 48 bushels to the 
acre. Another had 24,000 bushels off 
600 acres. In a year or two the In- 
dians on the Blood reserve will have: 
10,000 head of stock. It is the finest 
reserve in the Dominion. The Black- 
foot reserve comes next. and is sit- 
uated east of Caleary. There the In- 
dians have excellent coal mines, and 
supply the settlers wit’ their coal.

NE of the greatest objects o1 
O interest in the Louvre, Paris, is a 

map of France made of precious 
stones, which was presented to that 
country by the present czar, The map is 
forty inches square, and is made of gold 
and precious stones. The gold came 
from Siberia and the precious stones 
from the Imperial Russian mines. It 
is framed in slate-colored jasper. 
The sea is represented by pale and pre- 
clous marble, and foreign countgles 
(necessarily Meluded)—England, Ger- 
many, Italy and Spain-—are represent- 
ed in dark gray onyx. Some of the 
gems @re so rare they are never found 
in commerce. One hundred and six 
of the important towns in France 
are given, their names being inlaid 
in gold, and the towns themselves 
are marked in jewels. Paris is repre- 
sented by a huge ruby, Havre by an 
emerald, Rouen by a sapphire, Lille 
by rock crystal, Rheims by a chrys- 
olite, Lyons by a tourmaline, Nantes 
by a beryl, Bordeaux by an aquamarine, 
Nice by a garnet, Cherbourg by an alex- 
andrite from the.

These people in the white world, 
these children of the snow and ice, 
give themselves little concern regard- 
ing what is going on in worlds be- 
yond their own. The climate ou 
which they live and the limitations 
of their whole environment make it 
impossible that there should be much 
change ip their own manner of lite, 
and they"do not care for the changes 
that soap and water might make in 
their domestic life, while the women 
of the family are not anxious w 
adopt changes in methods of cooking 
that might make some of the disiuce 
they prepare much cleaner and far 
less deadly than they appear to vue. 
But the best filled larder in we 
homes of the most affluent of tne 
Eskimos offers but little in the way 
of variety in food, and the question 
so vexing to the Canadian house- 
wife, ‘“‘What shall we have for break- 
fast?’’ or for dinner or supper never 
troubles the Eskimo housewife, since 
these meals may not vary for months 
at a time and are prepared in the 
primitive way in which they wee 
prepared by the Eskimos of genera- 
tions and generations ago. 

The dress of the women and the 
men is so much alike that if an Es- 
kimo lady’s husband’s clothes hap- 
pened to be better than her own she 
might borrow them to wear to some 
Eskimo society function withont ex- 
citing any comment as to her dress. 

As in some other lands, the man 3s 
régarded as a being vastlv superiur 
to the woman, and the birth of a 
girl is never regarded as a blessing. 
Indeed. it often happens that both 
the father and mother resort to the 
unavailine folly of tears and lameu- 
tations when it is annonnced that a 
newcomer is a girl. A boy can be- 
come a greet fisherman or a great 
hunter. while a girl—of, what use is 
she? A mere cumberer of the earth, 
regardless of the fact that she works 
as many hours a day as and even 
more than a man when she reaches 
the goal of her ambition and marries.

LIME IN HOGPENS. 


Value of This Disinfectant and How 
to Use it. 

Many have the opinion that the only 
ase for lime is for whitewashing and 
use it very sparingly even for that. 
The mechanical effect of a good coat 
of whitewash is well worth its cost, to 
say’ nothing of the added appearance. 
Lime is one of the most reliable dis- 
infectants and deodorizers that we 
have and at the same time the cheap- 
est. We use it in the form of white- 


wash for walls and roosts in chicken |, 


houses and wails of portable hog 
houses; also. the hog watering and 
slopping troughs, says a writer in 
National Stockman and Farmer. In 
the form of air slaked lime it is one 
of the best absorbents of foul odors 
that we have found. If mixed with 
the droppings of animals it has a 
tendency to liberate the ammonia, but 
it can be used so as to cause very. lit- 
tle waste, and we can well afford to 
sacrifice a little ammonia for the sake 
of better health of our animals, 

Sprinkle it on the stable floors and 
on the hog house floors after cleaning 
them out and before putting in new 
bedding. Put it on the chicken coop 
floors and in dust baths. Put a small 
amount in the hogs’ slop, not enough 
to make it caustic or to turn the slop 
yellow, but just enough to sweeten it, 
and the pigs will relish tt. 
would take the time to\ mix it, lime- 
water would be better for the last 
named purpose. To make it put large 
quantities of water on quicklime and 
use only clear water that rises after 
the lime settles. 

Sprinkle the powdered lime on the 
feeding floors and about the yards. 
It will not hurt anything. and I be- 
lieve it has done as much for us as 
any other one thing to help to check 
two or three «:ses of hog cholera 
within the last few years. Lime is 
one of the ingredients of one of the 
best selling hog remedies on the mar- 
ket today. 

An old farmer said some time ago 
that there is no use of losing hogs 
with cholera. When asked his plan 
he said he alwavs kept the following 
mixture before his pigs (and it is sur- 
prising how much they will eat of 
It): Lime, fifty pounds; sulphur, five 
pounds; sal soda, five pounds; black 
antimony, five pounds; coppéras or 
sulphate of iron, five pounds, 

Use fresh auicklime. add just 
enough water to slake it to a fine 
powder, then add the other ingredients 
and milk thorougi:ly, Take two parts 
of the mixture and one of salt, and 
keep it where they can get at it and 
see how quickly it ts used up. 


Stirring Will Ripen Cream. 

It is very essential in cream ripen- 
ing to agitate the cream frequently to 
insure uniform ripening. When cream 
remains undisturbed for some time the 
fat rises in the same way that it does 
in milk, though in a less marked de- 
gree, The result ig that the upper lay- 
ers are richer than the lower and will 
sour less rapidly, since the action of 
the lactic acid germs is greater in thin 
than in rich cream, This uneven rip- 
ening leads to a poor bodied cream. 
Instead of being smooth and glossy, it 
will appear coarse and curdy when 
pourel from a dipper. The importance 
of stirring frequently during ripening 
should therefore not be underestimated.

CANADIAN FORESTS. 


Estimates of Their Area Greatly Re- 
duced of Late. 


Following close on the reports of 
widespread havoc from forest fires, 


for several seasons past, comes the 
startling announcement that, instead 
of the eight hundred or one thousand 
million acres of forest land with 
which Canada has been credited, she 
has only about one hundred million 
acres of merchantable timber, that 
is, timber that is fit for pulpwood 
or saw-timber. 

This, at least, is the estimate of 
Dr. Judson F. Clark, whose general 
knowledge and wide practical exper- 
ience of the subject entitle him *o 
rank among the first of Canadian 
forestry experts. In addition to serv- 
ing for several years as forester to 
the Province of Ontario, Dr. Clark has 
had several years’ experience in the 
timber business in British Columbia, 
in addition to considerable service 
under the U..8. Forest Service. Dr. 
Fernow, head of the Faculty of For- 
estry of the University of Toronto, 
is not quite so pessimistic, placing 
Canada’s area of merchantable tim- 
ber at some two hundred million 
acres. 

How far this removes Canada’s tim- 
ber supply from the “inexhaustible” 
stage in which Canadians have so 
been accustomed to place it may be 
readily surmised. It must moreover, 
be remembered that the world’s de- 
mand for timber is yearly increasing 
while the sources of supply are year- 
ly becoming more restricted. In a 
very few years Canada will stand al- 
most alone as a_ timber-exporting 
country—alone, at any rate, on this 
continent. 

The imperative necessity, therefore, 
of husbanding this country’s timber 
wealth is at once apparent, and it is 
a necessity that cannot be met by in- 
dividual effort. To meet the case, 
there must be action by the govern- 
ments, both federal and provincial, 
in the direct‘on of the conservation 
of the timber wealth in their posses- 
sion; fortunately, by far the greater 
proportion of it is still in their 
hands. This must mean more ade- 
quate protection of existing forests 
from fire and the introduction of a 
system of scientific forestry which 
will bring about such treatment of 
the forests as will ensue their pro- 
ducing the greatest possible crop of
